I ſaw tha 
brother of that man there that night, ſeeking 
for revenge. Mr. Knips was a proteſtant 
clergyman—l do not know whether that was 
the reaſon he was conſidered a heretic or not. 
It was publiſhed in the Committee, that he was 
Head of an Orange Lodge, and that his brother 
omas Frederick Knipe was alſo an Orange 
Man, and -was to be Commander in Chief, in 
the place of Lord Carbampton; that he was to 
bring 100,000 men from the North, and that 
the two Knipes would deſtray Feland.— There 
was 100l. reward offered to any ſingle man, 
who would kill either of them. Mr. Thomas

by what they ſaid, that they meant by heretic 
a Proteſtant; a perton not of the Catholic re- 
ligion. I was ſworn two years before this 
tranſaction I was ſworn to both Ads to the 
Defenders, and to the United Iri/bmen. I have 
heard their articles read—all different per- 
ſuaſions were welcome to the United Oath But

The ſubſtance - 
of the oath I took was, To God and -the 
World to certify the truth.“ I have no learn- 
ing to remember the very words of the oath;

Judge Chamberlain proceeded to ch arge the 5 
Jury He told them, that the witneſs Coghlan 
HF admits himſelf to be an accomplice in this moſt 
horrible act, and therefore there was a great 
objection to his evidence. It appeared alſo 
that he had embarked in a deſign for another 
murder; and therefore it was neceſſary for 
the Jury to uſe all their attention to ſee, 
whether this man ought to be credited or not; 
4 for the verdict muſt depend upon the credit to 
be given to him, and it was their duty to ſee 
whether his evidence was confirmed in any 
I 2 e material 
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material circumſtances. Having given the 
Jury this caution, the learned Judge ſaid, he 
would detail the evidence, which he did in the 
moſt minute and, impartial manner, making 
occaſional obſervations, and leaving it to the 
Jury to determine whether the witneſs was 
conſiſtent, was. confirmed, or was credible. If 
the Jury believed the witneſſes examined for 
the Priſoner, i it was impoſlible that what Cegh- 
lan ſwore. could be true, and therefore they 
would weigh that evidence attentively ; and if 
1 it were true, the Priſoner ought to be acquitted. 

If the evidence adduced on his part were not 
true, and the Jury believed Coghlan, they ought 
to find the Priſoner guilty :—lf they had any 
rational doubt upon the caſe, they ought to 


acquit. .

The Jury retired for = minutes, and re- 
turned with a verdict GUILTY. 


The Priſoner was then called upon to know 
what he had to ſay, why judgment ſhould not 
be paſſed upon him; and not making any an- 
ſwer, the Judge proceeded to paſs ſentence.

firmed by your own flight. Let me entreat 
you to make a good uſe of the ſhort time you 
have to live; endeavour to make the beſt 
atonement you can—The law which inflicts 


the puniſhment upon your crime, has wiſely 
ordained, that as ſoon as a verdict of guilty is 


pronounced in a caſe of myrdag, all other bu- 
ſineſs | 
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ſineſs ſhall ceaſe ; and the Judge is inſtantly to 
pronounce the ſentence, in order thar all thoſe 
who have heard the evidence of the crime, may 
ſee the puniſhment which inevitably follows. 


You, John Tuite, are to be taken from the 


bar of the Court, where you now ſtand, to the 
place from whence you came, the gaol— there 
your Irons are to be ſtruck off; and from
